Three Held at Bakersfield 
Wanted in Salt Lake 


So-Called “Chloroform 
Burglars” Have Aliases 


Kern Officers Are Ready to 
Send Prisoners Here 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

BAKERSFIELD, Nov. 7.—James 
P. Manning and Arthur Regan, two 
of the trio of asserted Long Beach 
“chioroform burglars,” are wanted 
in Saktt Lake City on bunko ana‘ 
bad-check charges, and it is 
thought that A. H. Wisdom, the 
extremely vouthful member of the 
trio, may also be wanted there, ac- 
cording to a telegram from the 
State Bureau of Identification at 
Sacramento received today § by 
George Lawson, city-county identi- 
fication expert. 

Manning is wanted under the 
mame of Walter G. Nevin; Regan 
is wanted under the name of W. 
Manna, and it is thought that young 
Wisdom is A. J. Jenkins, also 
sought by the Salt Lake officers. 
Manning admitted to Officer Law- 
son that his real name is Nevin, 
following the discovery of a letter 
from his mother addressed to him 
at Detroit, Lawson said. The men 
were suspected of be.ng Salt Lake 
fugitives from words carelessly 
spoken, but insisted when ques- 
tioned, that while they passed 
through the city by train they never 
stepped there. 

Manning. or Nevin, spokesman 
for the trio, stated today that Un- 
@ersheriff Charlies Smith and Dep- 
uty Sheriff Phil F ckert are. the 
officers who put the handcuffs on 
the trio and took charge of them, 
when, with an Inyo county posse, 
the Kern county officers sur- 
rounded them in the mountaips of 
Inyo near Deep Springs. There has 
been some controversy regarding 
who captured the men. 

Unless more scrious charges than 
the Salt Lake ones are uncovered, 
the prisoners will be delivered to 
Los Angeles county officials when 
they come for them, the Sheriff's 
office announced, today.

Miss Dorothy McDonald, the 
fpeaker and one of the many “hel- 
lo girls’ who provided the program 
at the weekly luncheon of the Com- 
mercial Board, punctuated her re- 
marks with a vest-pocket edition 
of a ‘complete telephone exchange 
system, such as that which daily 
gives service to 208,000 telephone 
subscribers in Los Angeles. She is 
one of the instructors of the South- 


ern California Telephone mo 


and when she had explained and 
illustrated all the problems of the 
city’s mighty telephone system and 
the ordeals that the average tie!l- 
ephone operator must survive each 
day with irate persons on the other 
end of the line, several hundred big 
business men left the Biltmore with 
a promise to harness their im- 
patience and treat “hello girls” 
ith more courtesy than they had 
in the past. 


N. R. POWLEY SPEAKS 

Miss McDonald's instructive dem- 
onstration on the secrets of tele- 
phony was preceded by an address 
by N. R. Powley, Commercial Sup- 
erintendent of the Southern Call- 
fornia Telephone Company. 

Los Angeles, he said, is being 
served with 268.000 telephones, an 
increase of 90,000 telephones with- 
in four years. Over these tele- 
phones are receivd 1,400,000 calls 
each day—which pro ofably estab- 
lishes Los Angeles as the most talk- 
ative city of the universe. 

“Pi¢ture, if you can,” he said, 
“one million people rushing about 
Los Angeles and each attempting 
to make at least one call upon 
somebody else to talk business or 
nonsense. And add to this scene 
another half million people doing 
the sume thing. This is the pic- 
ture of Los Angeles talking if this 
city had no telephones.” 


INVESTMENT OF $50,000.000 

Mr. Powley added tifat tho tele- 
phone systerg of Los Angelés now 
represents an investment of $50.- 
000,000, and that $14,406,606 was 
expended during the last year in 
improving the system. 

“In recent months we have been 
confronted with two great prob- 
lems,” he continued. “One was the 
consolidation of the manual plan 
with the automatic plan. We had 
two separate telephone plants en- 
ginecered by seperate methods. On 
tep of all this consolidation work 


we had the tremendous growth of/ 


the city to battle with. If we had 
mot installed a single telephone 
during those months of consolida- 
tion we still would have been con- 
fronted with a big problem. Our 
equipment was inadequate. The 


city and the business was growing 


in leaps. We had to keep up with 
all our problema, abandoning 
Rone.”
